Dear Sir—Kindly allow me a little 
space in your coltinns for a short letter

who, we flatter ourselves by thinking, 
would like to heat something of our ex- 
‘periences and welfare. 
After leaving Didsbury we spent a few 
daye visiting at Moosejaw, Sask., and it 
+ would be useless now. describing con- 
ditions when the season is so much fur- 
ther advanced. Suffice it to say that 
at that time (about the middle of June) 
we never saw. better looking prospects 
all through the parte of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan through which we trav- 
elled, and sincerely hope that you will 
have the most successful year in farming 
Operation that you have ever had 
We arrived in Spokane about the end 
of June. Perhaps just bere I should 
state thet the assistance given us at the 
American Consul’s office in Calgary wae 
splendid and very much appreciated, 
although efcourse the regular routine 
had to be followed out, that is visae had 
to be eecured for my two daughters, 
who are Canadian born, but I will have 
to come back to Calgary and come in 
with the British born quota next month. 
The city of Spokane with its large 
number of beautiful parks, small neat 
homes with abundanee of tree and tlow- 
er life and green lawne, is a very pleas- 
ant place in which to live if you have a 
tin Lizzie to go sround in, although it’s 
atreet car system is very adequate, for 
those who have to depend on Shank’s 
mare for the means o! locomotion. Ite 
system of large public markete are aleo 
a picture to the eye just at present, with 
their big stalls of all binds of fruits, 
-_ vegetables and flowers, which are soli 
at extremely reasonable prices. Water- 
melons, which are now in, sell at 2 1-2 
to 3 1-2 cents per Ib., cantelopes 8 for 
25c, strawberries 15c box, peaches $1.25 
' crate and so on., Vegetables are also 
very reasonable in price, potatoes whole- 
sale at$2.50 per 100 Ibs. The line o1 
dairy produce is not so high considering 
conditions: butter retails at 540 lb., eggs 
40c. doz., milk, pasterized l2c. quart. 
Meats are as high as in Alberta, and in 
the opinion of the writer not nearly so 
good. Pork products such as bacon do 
not reach nearly the standard of your 
- Alberta products in this line. 
So far our experiences with the real 
American people has been limited, but

Although the state ef washington has 
now passed laws to prohibit Sunday 
dancing, all places of amnaement, ex- 
cept for dancing, are open and a lot of 
the smaller district stores, but at that 
there is a strong Sunday sentiment 
whick is evidenced by the large num. 
ber who attend services on that day in 
the many fine churches. 

Harveat of course 1s nearly over here. 
They have had a good season with their 
crops aecording to press reports although 
the individual city dweller here does 
not come in sn close contact with agri- 
cultural conditions as do Albertans. The 
late fruit crop promises to he plentiful. 
Altogether the business men are feeling 
ratheroptimistic over the outlook for 
fall business, but up until thie year it 
has ‘been very slow, the same as in 
Alberta. While there does not seem to 
be as big an uuemployed class as would 
be expected ina city of over 100,000 
population, there does not seem to be a 
surplus of jobs except for the harvest and 
in the orchards with which Spokune is 
surrounded, 

The weather has been ideal since we 
came down here, There has been only two 
heavy rainsrorms which lasted a short 
time and last week the temperature 
dropped down pretty low for a day or 
two, but there has been some extreme 
heat; For a few days in July the ther- 
mometer registered 100 degrees which 
they say ie unusual. They had a very 
wet spring this year, which is what they 
want as everything matures so much 
earlier down here, and that is the reas- 
on crops are go good. Most of the large 
number of fruit and vegetable farms 
close to SpoMane are irrigated and the 
city seems to have an abundance of 
spigndid water.

VISIT TO THE OILFIELD. 


—— 


Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Adshead and 
family have just returned from an 
auto trip, during which they covered 
a large slice of ‘Northern Alberta. 
Leaving Didsbury they drove to Mor- 
rin, thence north to Stettler and 
Dunalda, east to Forrestburg and 
Killam, and doubled back to Hardisty,}} 
and Rossyth. From there they went 
to Wainwright, and completed “their 
trip by covering Vermilion and Ed- 
monton, 

Their car was a Gray Dort, and 
during the whole trip it averaged 22 
miles and not a bit of trouble to be 
recorded. At Wainwright they were 
enabled to make a close inspection of 
the oil field there, and from one of the 
producing wells took a sample of the 
flued as a momento. This well is 
pumping: up 200 barrels per day of 
crude oil into a pool, from which the 
C. N. R. take it for use in their loco- 
motives. Altogether there are five 
wells that are producing and the oil 
is obtained at the uniform depth of 
2,260 feet. Mr. Adshead states the 
drilling equipment is the finest he has 
seen, and with the aid of a rotary a 
well is completed in about twenty 
days. At the Fabian well, the pro- 
perty of the Imperial Oil Co., the 
Pressure was so great that it finally 
blew off a 2,260 lb, valve’ for which 
is now substituted one of 3,600 lbs, 
Even with this, however, it is neces- 
sary to release the pressure about 
every two weeks.
